BURGOS, Spain, Sept. 15.—-Span- 
ish rebel troops in armored cars 
have defeated the loyalist defend- 
ers of the village of San Martin de 
Valdeiglesias, 40 miles west of Ma- 
drid. 

San Martin de Valdeiglesias is 15 
miles south of Navalperal and 40 
miles northeast of Talavera de la 
Reina, also held by the rebels. It 
is about 30 miles east by northeast 
of Arenas de San Pedro, represent- 
ing an advance of that distance to- 
ward Madrid since last week. Are- 
nas de San Pedro is 36 miles south- 
west of Avila. 

Like similar actions through all 
passes in the southwest extension 
of the Guadarrama Mountains from 
Talavera to Avila, the rebel attack 
at San Martin, beginning Sunday, 
was designed to cover the flank 
as the rebels concentrate in the 
coming weeks for the proposed ad- 
vance on the main highway, which 
runs in a straight line 70 miles 
from Talavera to Madrid. 

Recalling that the Duke of Wel- 
lington won the Peninsular war to 
unseat Napoleon’s brother, Joseph 
Bonaparte, as King of Spain, by a 
victory near Talavera in 1809, the 
rebels realize the topography of 
Spain. makes this séction an in- 
evitable .site for decisive battles. 

To make possible the contemplat- 
ed advance along the Tagus Val- 
ley from Talavera to Madrid, the 
rebels must control such points as 
San Martin, on the northwest flank 
of this line, and must hold such 
cities as Toledo, 37 miles east by 
southeast from Talavera. 

Besieged for weeks by loyalist 
forces, Toledo is regarded as a 
rebel city so long as the 1300 rebel 
cadets, officers and their families 
continue to hold the Alcazar, the 
historic fort there. 


25,000 More Rebels to Be Sent to 
Talavera Sector.

MADRID, Sept. 15.—The Govern- 
ment announced today that Gen. 
Francisco Franco, Fascist '°§ rebel 
commander-in-chief, had promised 
to send 25,000 soldiers as reinforce- 
ments to the Talavera de la Reina 
sector. 

Authorities said their information 
came -from a Fascist deserter, who 
reported the main rebel forces were 
encamped west of Talavera, with 
two lines stretching toward Avila 
and San Martin de Valdeiglesias. 

The Fascists are trying to estab- 
lish a line linking Castille and An- 
dalucia, the deserter said, with the 
Avila column under the command 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Yague, whose 
headquarters are back of Talavera. 

The Government thought the im- 
mediate objective of the Fascists 
was to speed up their march on 
Toledo, advancing by way of Tala- 
vera and Calera y Chozas, crossing 
the Alberche and Tietar valleys. 

Col. Yague, the deserter was quot- 
ed as saying, told Gen. Franco the 
Government forces were braver 
than the rebels and asked for re- 
inforcements. 

Other Reports of Fighting. 

An official communique said Fas- 
cist flyers had raided Santa Olalla, 
24 miles northwest of Toledo, and

ABOARD LANDON SPECIAL 
TRAIN, Sept. 15.—Confident that 
his second invasion of the East has 
contributed to a rising tide of pop- 
ularity, Gov. Alf M. Landon and his 
political advisers today rode across 
Illinois and Missouri on the last 
stage of the return journey to To- 
peka. | 

On awakening this morning Lan- 
don was given approximately final 
figures on the Maine election show- 
ing that Republicans had captured 
all State and national offices. 

With rear platform talks sched- 
uled for nine Illinois and Missouri 
points and Fort Madison, Ia., the 
Landon train was running nearly 
an hour and a half behind time and 
it was apparent that it would be 
very late when Landon reached To- 
peka tonight. Extensivé switching 
in the Chicago railroad yards served 
further to delay the Landon spe- 
cial, 

Talks on Maine Result. 

At Coal City, first stop outside 
of Chicago, a sizeable crowd had 
come out to see the candidate at 
the noon hour. 

“You all know that old saying,” 
Landon said, “‘As Maine goes, so 
goes the nation.’ I told the folks 
down east the other night, that 
means something this year. The 
victory in Maine yesterday shows 
what it means to the people of that 
New England state. It means just 
as much in Illinois and in Kansas 
as it does in the other states of the 
Union. It means that everyday 
Americans in your home state and 
in my home state, and everywhere 
throughout the Union are getting 
together to put this country back 
on the road we wish to travel,” 

Again, as he did at almost every 
other stop on the trip, Landon em- 
phasized the “waste and extrava- 
gance” of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration and the consequent increase 
in the national debt. 

“The victory parade has been 
started that will span the nation,” 
he said, quoting the prophecy he 
made at: Portland, Me., Saturday. 
“It goes far beyond mere partisan- 
ship. Republicans, Democrats and 
Independents alike are taking part. 
It is already moving westward.” 


Pleased With Result in Maine. 


John Hamilton, chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, 
came on board the train just out- 
side of Chicago and went into im- 
mediate conference with Landon. 
Hamilton expressed satisfaction 
over the outcome of the election in 
Maine. , 

The Maine election was not the on- 
ly portent to which members of the 
Landon party today pointed with 
pride. They were jubilant over the 
huge crowds that turned out to 
welcome the Republican candidate 
as his special train progressed 
through central New York. The 
crowd that was massed in the 
Streets leading up.to the _ station 
platform at Albany, estimated be- 
tween 12,000 and 15,000, was said by 
political observers to have been 
‘even larger than the crowd which 
turned out for Al Smith in his 
presidential campaign in 1928. 


Flares Burned ‘Along Tracks.

Both Elections Specified. 

By specifying the committee elec- 
tion, as well as the primary, in the 
subpena, the grand jury may be 
able to get farther in its inquiry 
than if the primary alone were 
mentioned.

Judge Calls Halt. 


er, simply took command of the 
voting,” Paschetag said. “He was 
in and out of the polling place all 
day with a printed list of the reg- 


istered voters. | 
“He started in the morning giv-— 


ing Negro voters a card on which 
he wrote a name and address from 
the registration - list. The voter 
came in with the card, and asked 
for a ballot, reading the name and 
address from the card. I let the 
first one get away with it, but 
when the second one came up, I 
grabbed the card from his hand and 
asked him what his name was and 
where he lived. He couldn't re- 
member and I refused to let him 
vote. He went eit. 


No Policeman Most of Day. 

“None of the other precinct offi- 
cials knew me and I didn’t know 
them. I had been asked to serve 
temporarily, just for that election. 
The other judges and clerks didn’t 
know just what to expect from me 
or I from them, but they said 
nothing. A policeman had been 
there just for a few minutes when 
we opened the polls, but none was 
there again during the day, until 
about closing time. 

“I was somewhat afraid of getting 
into a fight, but I went up to the 
Negro who seemed to be in charge 
and asked him what he was trying 
to put over. I told him that card 
business was too raw, that if his 
voters didn’t know their own names 
I couldn't let them vote. 

“He told me, ‘I've got to do it. I’ve

“Finally, I got tired of it and 
told him to stop; that the voter 


would have to be able to give his 


own name and address or he would 
get no ballot. But he kept on 
coming in every once in a while 
during the day, and later a Negro 
woman, who had been working with 
him around the polling place, start- 
ed the same thing. That went on 


until in the afternooa, when she 


began coming in more often mark- 
ing the ballots.. I- spoke to one of 
the Democratic judges abput it, 
who agreed it was too raw. I 
warned the two Negro workers 
again that I'd stand for no more of 
it, and they quit.

Details of test canvasses which 
exposed fraud in five wards in the 
riverfront bond issue election a year 
ago are presented today. One pre- 
cinct in each ward was investigat- 
ed to establish that at least 133 
“no” votes were cast. The official 
certified vote in these precincts 


was 1383 “yes” and 86 “no.” 

The wards included in today’s re- 
port are the Fifth, Eighth, Fif- 
teenth, Seventeenth and Nineteenth. 

The Post-Dispatch, it will be re- 
called, has shown fraud in every 
one of the 19 wards recorded as 
giving the bond issue the necessary 
two-thirds majority. Test can- 
'vasses were made of 23 precincts 
| where the recorded “no” vote was 
330, but the canvasses showed that 
at least 543 had voted “no.” In 
these precincts there was nothing 
like a complete check of the vot- 
ing list but each canvass was Car- 
ried forward far enough to show 
that the number of “no” ballots 
cast was in excess of the number 
counted. 

In addition, as was told yester- 
day, thorough canvasses were made 
of four precincts in the Twenty- 
first Ward, home ward of Robert 
E. Hannegan, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic City Committee. In these 
precincts, where the recorded vote 
was 1486 “yes” and 52 “no,” the 
Post-Dispatch found that at least 
321: persons had voted “no.” Re- 
porters were able to interview 70 
per cent of the petsons who were 
registered voters in these precincts 
a year ago. The others could not 
be reached, 

In Kinney’s Fifth Ward. 

The test canvass in State Sena- 
tor Mike Kinney’s Fifth Ward, re- 
corded as voting in favor of the 
bonds by 39 “yes” votes for every 
one “no,” was made’in the Sec- 
ond Precinct, where the recorded 
vote was 398 to one. From four 
persons in this precinct’ the 
Post-Dispatch obtained affidavits 
| that they had voted “no.” 

Of the first four registered vot- 
‘ers questioned in this precinct, 
three made affidavits that they had 
voted “no.” The fourth was a wom- 
an who said she had been against 
the bond issue, but had neglected 
to vote. 


Elsewhere in the precinct, how- 
ever, the reporter got a frigid re- 
ception when the purpose of his 
‘inquiry was announced. In one in- 
|stance the reporter had been told 
that a night clerk in an old-estab- 
lished hotel had voted against the 
bonds, and knew several others who 
had done so. After deliberating for 
a moment the clerk told the report- 
er that he had not voted at all, and 
knew no one who had voted against 
the bonds.

Fifth Ward recorded 5015 “yes”_bal- 
lots and 127 “no,” a total of 5142. 
That done, voters of the ward ap- 
parently lost their interest. in mu- 
nicipal finances. When the last 
bond issue proposals were submit- 
ted, at the time of the heated pri- 
mary election in August, when Kin- 
ney’s State Senate seat was at 
stake, they recorded only 2016 
votes on the bond proposals, 

The Fifth Ward extends from 
the river to Beaumont street and 
lies in general between Pine street 
and Carr street. Its Second pre- 
cinct takes in the territory between 
the river and Eighth street, with 
Locust street as its southern boun- 
dary and Carr and Wash streets 
as the northern limits. The pre- 
cinct polling place is at 607 Frank- 
lin avenue. ; 

In this precinct are some of the 
city’s principal retail establishments 
and a leading club but most of 
the voters come from cheap lodg- 
ing houses and riverfront hovels. 

Checking Is Difficult. 

Canvassing voters here proved to 
be difficult because of the floating 
character of the population. Many 
of those who were on the registra- 
tion list a year ago were not known 
now at the addresses given for 
them. One lodging house at 410 
North Levee was listed as the res!- 
derice of 134 Negro voters a year 
ago, but the reporter found it im- 
possible to make a check of the 
voters there. 

When the Election Board pre- 
pared its printed list of voters for 
the precinct about a month before 
the bond election, the list contained 
496 names. After the election, how- 
ever, the Election Board announced 
the official registration as 566. Still 
later a recount of those registered, 
designated in the board’s records as 
the “office count,” put the figure 
at 501, which was presumed by the 
board to be the correct figure.

The seventeenth precinct of the 
Fifteenth Ward yielded 21 votes 
against the riverfront bonds, ac- 
cording to the official returns, but 
a Post-Dispatch reporter found 31 
voters of the precinct who declared 
they voted against this bond issue. 


With the aid of a notary public, 
the reporter obtained affidavits 
from 21 of these “no” voters. The 
other 10 told how they voted, in the 
presence of a notary public, but did 
not care to sign affidavits. How- 
ever, the notary prepared a certifi- 
cate attesting their statements. 

The precinct’s vote in favor of 
the riverfront bonds was 187 to 21, 
while on the other item submitted, 
for bridge approaches, its figures 
were: Yes, 179; no, 5. 

There were 480 voters registered 
in the precinct for the bond elec- 
tion, according to the official list 
printed by the Election Board 
shortly before the election, al- 
though a subsequent tabulation by 
the board decreased the number to 
475. 


170 Voters Have Moved. 


About 170 voters have moved 
from the precinct in the year since 
the election, much of the popula- 
tion being in the home renting class. 

The precinct, which had its poll- 
ing place at 1816 Klemm street, ex- 
tends between Thurman and Tower 
Grove avenues, with Lafayette ave- 
nue on the north and Shaw boule- 
vard and De Tonty street on the 
south. It is part of the thickly pop- 
ulated residential region east of 
Shaw's Garden. Except for one 
short block of single-family houses, 
the dwellings are nearly all in two- 
family flats or four-family apart- 
ments. 

Many of the residents, the re- 
porter learned, did not vote in the 
bond election. Typical of their at- 
titude was the remark of one wom- 
an: “What if elections are dishon- 
est? They always will be. We can’t 
dc anything about it.” 

In a painstaking survey of the 
precinct, the reporter encountered 
only about 75 voters who remem- 
bered voting for the riverfront 
bonds. 


Committee Members.

Exports 
last year were $52,864,000, against 
imports of $3,610,000 

American officials said yesterday, 
however, that American trade with 
the British Empire virtually bal- 
anced at 2,000,000,000 and that 
South Africa benefited consider- 
ably from it For example, they 
said that in 1935 the United. States 
imported more than $15,000,000 
worth of diamonds, all of which 
originally came from South Africa, 
although shipped here from other 
countries. 

Declaring there was no discriml- 
nation against South African goods, 
they said wine and fruit imported 
from there is subjected only to the 
same regulations imposed on prode 
ucts from any other country.

One needs only to compare the 
farm economy of Vermont with that 
of the Mississippi delta.

They propose to found a Cotton 
Research Foundation, tor the pur- 
pose of engaging -practical science 
to find new uses for cotton. They 
are aware that research has been 
the life-blood of modern industry; 
that the great corporations of this 
country have large, permanent re- 
search foundations of their own; 
that in 1936, steel alone will spend 
$10,000,000 or more for research. 
The rayon industry is a master ex- 
ample of what research can do to 
create new products for which there 


is a public demand,

of devotion and for such wide and 
deep awakening of Christian life 
and poetry, particularly among the 
good, simple people of Spain, and 
which heralds the dawn of the be- 
ginning of better things and fairer 
days for the whole of Spain. 

Our fatherly heart can never for- 
get, and at this moment more than 
ever, it must recall, with most sin- 
cere fatherly gratitude, all those 
who with a purity of intention and 
unselfish motive have sought to in- 
tervene in-the name of humanity 
And our gratitude is not diminished 
even though we had to realize the 
failure of their noble efforts.

Detective-Lieutenant John Machlik 
read Urban Lipps’ statement, taken 
by police after his arrest, which 
said he lured Poole from a beer 
garden, on the pretext he was going 
to a baseball meeting, on orders 
of Harvey Davis, named the ring- 
leader by Dayton Dean, confessed 
executioner in the shooting. 

Lipps told of riding in the back 
seat of an automobile with Poole 
and Dean to a lonely road near sub- 
urban Dearborn, where Poole was 
killed. 

“We got out of the car,” Lipps 
giatement said. “I heard shots. 
Then Harvey Davis came back and 
said for me to keep my mouth 
shut.” 

Three Other Statements Read. 

The other statements read were 
made by Herschell Gill, John 5.

Rushing said Davis. told him 
Poole beat his wife and that “some- 
thing has got to be done about hy 
Rushing asserted he did not know 
Poole had been killed until Gill told 
him the next day: “Charlie is 
deader than hell.”

to return to his hand by means of 
a diamond ruff (after dummy’s 
three trumps had been used), the 
contract would have been defeated. 
If declarer overruffed, East would 
hold the master trump and would 
be able to give his partner a heart 
ruff, thus smothering declarer’s 
heart ace and resulting in five 
tricks for the defenders.
